The parade will start 
promptiy at 9 a. m. from the Fair Grounds, 
under command of Provost Marshal Charles 
F. Knispel. The route of the parade will be 
as follows: 

From the Fair Grounds north along Jackson 
street to Fifth street, east to Church street, 
north to Fourth street, cast to Charles street, 
north to Main street, west to Gold street, 
thence countermarch east to High street, and 
south to Fair Grounds.

A young farmer came down and invited me 
andmyfrow to go and see the butter and 
cheese making at hisfarm. We did so, find- 
ing the house to be of the usudl type. The 


dike surrounding the premises stank most 
frightfully, and its filth was in extreme con- 
trust to the neatness and cleanliness of the 
house, outbuildings and utensis of the 
farm. We duly saw the round cheeses 
molded and made and the butter pressed and 
then entered the cow byres, which at this 
time ot the year were empty, the cattle be- 
Ing lu the fields. They occupied one side of 
the square house and had no ceiling, the 
whole ofthespace abovethe height of the 
walle and underthe great pyramidal roof 
being empty and open, onl the 
living rooms being celle off 
from it. The byres were beautifully 
clean and 1 with paint and varnish, 
colored oll cloth being lald all along where 
the sterns of the cows would overhang, and 
the stalls deeply floored with loose sea shells, 
Rings in overhead beams marked the places 
where the cows’ tails were tied up at milkin 
time out of tne way.

Business recently called me to Honduras 
andI have just now returned well pleased 


I had often heard of oysters growing on the 
trunks and branches of trees—groves of living 
green umbrageous trees with oysters growing 
upon them—and my friend and I set aside one 
day to investigate the fact. Our dory cut the 
water like a Knife and slipped along rapidly 
and easily, with hardly a ripple in her wake, 


and in about balfan hour we had left the sight 
ofthe town, with its convent and shipping 


We were then nearly abreast of an island 


bowered in graceful cocoanut trees, and the 


grove. This mangrove tree grows in either 
fresh or salt water swamps and even in water 
three or four feet deep. The limbs of the 
trees send shoots or roots down into the 
water, and thus a thicket of mangroves is a 


On these limbs and trunks and roots, deep 
down under the surface of the water, cling 
bunches and single oysters, and thus are 
tormed the oyster groves I had heard of. The 
leaves of these trees are of a beautiful dark.

Its originator is Otto F. Ober- 
beck, manager of the National „ and 
the purchaser is Mr. J. Cliff Richardson, who 
is well known es a wholesale drug- 
gist, and until the fire of last New 
Year’s day the manager of the big wholesale 
drug house known as the Richardson Drug 
Co. J.C. and James Richardson, Jr. sold 
their stock in the National Druggist toa syndi- 
cate which is represented by Manning Tred- 
way of the Greeley-Burnham Grocer Co., 
andthe change of ownership threw Ober- 
beck out of the office of manager 
and President of the company. He 
was the owner of twenty-five shares of the 
company’s stock, and finding that the control 
of the paper had been turned over tothe 
Tredway company, with which he was not on 
good terms, he concluded to make Mr. Rich- 
ardson purchase his stock. So he visited the 
office of the Richardson-Taylor Drug Co., on 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, yesterday af- 
ternoon. in company with a friend named 
Hoagiand. He found Mr. Richardson and began 


to complain to him of the way in which he haa 
been treated. Mr. Richardson quietly told 
Uberbeck that he had a right to sell his stock 
to whoever he pleased and he did not feel it 
necessary to consult anyone.

J. N. Frank in so far as the testimony neces- 
saryto determine the cause of death is con- 
cerned, but the Coroner has by no 
means closed the case. He wishes 
to take more time that be may learn what 
methods have been provided by law for the 
extinction of quacks, who so ruthlessly and 
recklessly trifle with human life. The Coroner 
is not yet ready to say what will be done, but 
if there exists in the Pfaender case a hook on 
which to hang a prosecution he will find it. 
Smart admits that he has

and yet he claims to be able to cure cases of 
dtphtheria. That his claim is absurd on ite 
face, following the admission of his ignorance, 
is patent, and that he continually fails to cure 
many physicians who have been oalled in at 
the last hours to relieve Smart’s patients can 
testify. 
That he has been allowed so long to carry 
on his business is due to the supineness of the 
Health Department and to the ignorance of 
some persons who fall victims to diphtberia.

QUAY’S INVENTION. 


Senator Quay, the great chief of the Re- 
publican organization. has produced an in- 
vention which will knock out all civil serv- 
ice reform rules, evade all laws against the 
assessment of office-holders, and providea 
never failing revenue which the commit- 
tee can apply to local elections for mem- 
bers of Congress or State officers, in the 
„off years” as well as at other times, and 
thus place the party management and the 
politics of the country undera strong 
centralized control. 

The invention is an innocent looking 
and handsomely engraved receipt certi- 
fying that Blank has contributed $10 to 
the Republican National Committee’s 
reserve fund and promises to contribute a 
similar amount on the Ist of September 
every year. The promise to pay is on a 
correspondingly numbered stub retained 
by the committee, to be held over the 
head of every Republican  office- 
holder or aspirant for any office in 
the Union. When alarge and con- 
stant revenue shall have been assured 
by the placing of these ten dollar 
receipt notes in the hands of half a mill- 
ion or more aspirants of the common sort, 
the committee will be in a condition to 
manipulate nominations and elections 
everywhere to its own satisfaction. It 
will also be in a condition to vary the de- 
nominations of the notes and regulate 
promotions strictly on the basis of the 
Wanamaker appointment. 

Assessing official salaries was mere 
child’s play compared with this device for 
a regular “rake-off’’ that will include the 
entire multitude of expectants in its drag- 
net. Itis, besides, a most promising de- 
vice for extending over the Republicans 
of the whole Union the Cameron bossism 
to which Quay succeeded over the Penn- 
sylvania Republicans. It plainly aims at 
a centralized control over American poli- 

ties for Pennsylvania similar to that 
which Paris exercises over the politics of 
France. 


NO SFOCTIONALISM. 

The St. Louis World’s Fair Committee 
did not, in their address To the People 
of the South and Southwest,’’ use the 
language attributed to them by a Chicago 
paper, and say: 

If the Fair is held in the North or East the 
young people of the South who visit it will be 


brought under the Influence of the Northern 
spirit and become infected with Northern 


-ideas, a danger they would not suffer if the 


Fair were held at St. Louis. 

But they said something very much 
like it when they said: 

If the fair is located on the Eastern sea- 
board or away north of all Southern interests 
and influences, this cannot be expected. 
Southern people will have to make a long 
journey to reach the scene of the Fair, and 
when they get there they will find themselves 
almost strangers, and under the dominant 
influence of Eastern spirit and ideas. 

It would be hard to imagine a more 
stupid blunder than the introduction of 
sectionalism in an appeal intended to 
propitiate the good will of the whole 
country. St. Louis does not rest its claim 
to the World’s Fair on any sectional 
grounds, and the people of St. Louis have 
too much patriotism and too much good 
sense to indorse the proposition that the 
people of the South and Southwest’’ ought 
to avoid New York because they ‘will 
“find themselves almost strangers and 
“under the dominant influence of Eastern 
“spirit and ideas.“ 

If there are any copies of this unlucky 
appeal on hand we recommend their de- 
struction, and would suggest that in 
future a little more care should be taken 
to guard against a repetition of such 
blunders.

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CHICAGO'S only claim to the location of 
the World’s Fair is distinctly stated in 
these words by Col. Joseru ,MEDILL in 
the Tribune: 


But Ohicago has not asked to have the Ex- 
position heid here that it might play the part 
of a missionary, but because this is the central 
point of the country, most convenient for 
North, South, East and West. 


If nearness to the center of population 
and to the line of latitude which that 
center has adhered to during a century 
of the country’s growth and to the center 
of transportation facilities be accepted as 
the one thing which should govern the 
location, Chicago should promptly with- 
draw in favor of St. Louis. This city is 
unquestionably much nearer the required 
center than Chicago is, and if Chicago’s 
relative nearness to itis a good argument 
for her against New York and Washing- 
ton, St. Louis has a claim as much 
superior to Chicago’s as Chicago’s is to 
New York’s or Washington's.

THE HEBREW NEW YEAR. 


It Will Be Celebrated in All the Temples 
of This City This Evening. 

This evening the festival of Rosh Hashonah 
or ‘‘New Year’’ will be begun by Hebrews 
throughout the world. This evening services 
will be held in all the synagogues.

A Discussion of the Silwer Convention Under

The American Bankers’ Association, which 
assemblies in Kansas City to-day, is expected 
to bave a very interesting session. The Kan- 
sas C:ty people have endevored to have the 
work all cut and dried and submitted in 
printing, so as to have the members ot tne 
association free to be entertained and shown 
the city. This, however, will hardly go 
| through, The association magnates, or those 
from the East, who have so far ruled it, have 
laid a grest deal of stress on the 
silver question, and some time ago 


sent out circulars calling attention to the 
necessity for vigorous work against silver at 
the coming session of Congress. This circu- 
lar caused the withdrawal of several members 
of the association and stirred up a great deal 
of feeling. The meetings of «he ass ciation 
have always been in the East, at Saratoga, 
enerally, and the surrounding influences 

ave always been anti-siiver. Then a break 
was made to Chicago, where the same infiu- 
ences were found, and last year the meeting 
was held in Cincinnati. This year, in 
Kansas City, the attendance of W est- 
ern bankers is expected to be suf- 
ficient to *make a warm fignt 
against any aggressive action toward silver, 
though it is not probable that they will be abie 
to force anything in its favor. The Eastern 
element will be more determined, however, 
on account of the National Silver Convention 
to be held in St. Louis, and in anticipation of 
the work it wiido. The President of the as- 
sociation is Mr. Charies Parsons, President of 
the State Bank of Missouri.

A NEW INSURANCE MOVE. 


Efforts Being Made to Have the Companies 
Agree on Rates. 


It was learned this morning that a new 
move is on foot to adjust insurance rates on 
all business in the city, and to bring in the 
non-board companies without the necessity 
ofthe non-board agents becoming identified 
with the board. The work has not progressed 
far, and but little has as yet been accom- 
plished, but those who are assisting it are 


hopeful of carrying it through. Schedule 
rates have for years been fixed 
v the Board of Fire Underwriters. 
This organization is composed of the indi- 
vidual agents. The companies have no voice 
in its meetings, except as they may be able to 
influence their agents, and many of them are 
dissatisfied with the rules and rates fixed by 
the board. The w= vy peg A manner in whic 

the board has regulated business has resulted 
in strengthening the non-board element until 
now the number of agents and companies 
have increased so that any ordinary line of 
insurance can be written outside of the board. 


This has resulted in taking away a 
great deal of business from the 
old ents, and as one of them 
said this morning, the non-board rule bas 


been the largest pole to knock the persim- 
mon.’’ Under this a great many very low 
rates have been made, one planing-mill risk 
having been cut from $4.50 to $2.60. The pres- 
ent movement contemplates an agreement 
between the companies doing business in the 
olty, board and non board, binding the agents 


to fixed rates.

Return of Mr. Ro erte, Late American Min- 
is to Chill, 


By Telegraph to the PDsT-DIsPaTon. 

New YorK, September 25.—Wm. R. Roberts, 
the United States Minister to Chili, for the last 
four years, who wag succeeded a few months 
ago by Patrick 7 arrived here yesterday 
morning on the Pacific Mail steamship City of 


Para. bis». BReberts is just recovering from a 
severe attack of paralysis which he received 


in Chilisixteen months ago, and which ren- 
dered his entire right side useless for a time. 


In conversation with the Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent last night Mr. Roberts said that 
he was very cordially received by the Chillian 
people duting bis stay. He travelled all 
through the country, visiting portions where 
foreigners had never been before. He learned 
much that was interesting of the country and 
its people, which he expects to put into book 
form for American readers. Mr. Roberts left 
Valparaiso over a month ago, and the sea 
voyage, which was very pleasant, hes done 
much to improve his health. He expects soon 
to be entirely recovered. Patrick Egan, the 
present Minister to Chill, arrived at Vaipa- 
raiso several weeks before Mr. Roberts left. 
Mr. Roberts says that Mr. Egan has made 
many friends, and the antipathy of the 
British, which would not aliow him to make 
the trip to Chili under their flag, has 
not been pronounced enough at the Uhilian 
capital to cause any feeling against bim. In 
fact, Mr. Eagan has made it a point to cuilti- 
vate the friendsbip of the foreign residents 
and his pleasing personality has aided him 
greatly. Mr. Roberts says that the Chilians 
are not over enthusiastic over the interna- 
tional congress, although they have sent a 
delegate. The fact that their distance from 
us is so great and their interests in common 
with ours so small, explains this, Mr. Roberts 
thinks. Sr. Alfonso, the Chilian delegate, 
missed the steamship which brought Mr. Rob- 
erts from Valparaiso and it will be several 
weeks before be can get here now.
